Checked the Morrison Movement. 

The Morrison movement, which. had been 
making headway in the Southwest, was 
checked at once. Without Gorman’s help it 
could not succeed, and the Maryland Senator 
took little pains to conceal his dislike of the 
horizontal opponent from Illinois, The Prairie 
State for a week has been the pivot 
on which the nomination has turned. Its 
48 votes were enough to prevent Cleveland’s 
nomination if withheld. Whether they would 
have been enough to nominate Morrison was 
a question which could only be determined 
after the fight had been made to take the 
nomination away from Cleveland. But with 
Gorman’s codperation there were many clear- 


headed delegates who were willing to enter. 


upon the contest. With his opposition they 
knew it was hopeless. 

So there was little surprise when the IIlinois 
delegation at its meeting last night by a vote 
of thirty-seven to eleven decided to support 
Cleveland. Whatever doubts existed about 
the ex-President having a two-thirds majority 
were dispelled by this action. A legacy of 
distrust and recrimination was, however, left. 
The Western opponents of Cleveland said 
truly that Gorman had unhorsed them. 
The Tammany-Flower combine in 
New York made the same complaint 
and became very bitter against Gorman. The 
outeome of it all will. be that Gorman will 
probably be taken into full fellowship in the 
Cleveland camp and given a leading part in 
the management of the campaign. 

Recognize Its Failure. 

The Hill-Tammany combine in New York 
recognized the failure of all its plans last 
evening. Nevertheiess a manifesto was put 
out by Messrs. Murphy, Sheehan, and Croker 
reiterating their conviction that Cleveland can- 
not carry his own State. It was the dying 
note of the Tammany swan. The New York 
delegation will emphasize this opinion by its 
vote for Hill. Its leaders are sullen, but they 
have little to say. The fight has been so one- 
sided that they have had a poor chance to get 
their personality stamped on the convention. 
They have nothing to ask from the triumphant 
Cleveland Democracy, and Whitney will not 
seek to smooth down the ruffled feathers of 
the Tammany braves just yet. 

This sullen feeling is true of the South as 
well as of New York.. The delegates from 
several Southern States will vote to make 
Cleveland’s nomination unanimous with the 
feeling that they are committing suicide. 
The South Carolina delegation may not leave 
the convention hall, as threatened, yet it will 
join other Southern delegations in talking 
doubtfully about the trouble they will have 
in holding their Electoral vote for the nomi- 
nee. In 1884 and again in 1888 the South was 
buoyant and united in support of Cleveland. 
In 1892 a large section of it accepts his can- 
didacy as a forerunner of party défeat. 

This Is the Ticket. 

Cleveland and Gray is the ticket. This was 
made certain last night when it was admitted 
that Whitney had made the deal and that there 
was a consideration for Indiana pulling Gray 
off as a candidate for first place. Various 
reasons affecting Indiana politics are given 
for Gray’s willingness to take second place. It 


is stated that the Cleveland men in the delega- 


tion did not want Gray for Vice-President, and 
that they assured Whitney there was no need of 
giving him the prize, but Whitney was looking 
further than Indiana, He knew that one of 
the objections to Cleveland’s candidacy had 
been the lack of support in Indiana, and 
prophecies have been made that Cleveland 
could never carry that State unless an In- 
diana man were on the ticket.

PALMER HAS A QUIET TIME. 


He Receives Delegations and Makes a Few 
Sucgestionsa, 

Senator Palmer spent the day at the Sher- 
man House quietly, receiving delegates and 
other politicians, making suggestions, boom- 
ing Cleveland, and occasionally reminding his 
friends that if Cleveland should not be nomi- 
nated and that it was expedient to come West 
for a candidate he expected that the delega- 
tion of his State would support him for the 
Presidency. 

His withdrawal from the contest left many 
of the delegates who considered themselves 
pledged to his support free to act. Sunday 
afterndon, when it was rumored that Mr. 
Palmer was on his way here to declare for 
Cleveland, a representative of a number of 


the delegates from the northern portion of 


the State called on Mr. Whitney, the Cleve- 
land chief boss, and made an arrangement for 


| him to receive those members yesterday morn- 


ing. They had decided priorto Senator Palmer’s 
arrival that if they were to be delivered to 
Cleveland on the first ballot or on the sec- 
ond, or on any of the early ballots, 
they would do the delivering themselves. 


They were considerably annoyed the latter 


part of last week that William C. Goudy should 
essay to deliver them. They were greatly pro- 
voked on reading in Tue Scnpay Trisune 
that Whig Ewing, ex-District-Attorney for the 
northern division of the State, had attended 
the conference of the Cleveland bosses at the 
Richelieu Saturday night and engaged.to cast 
their ballots for the ex-President. Their rep- 
resentative in the interview with Whitney Sun- 
day afternoon repudiated Mr. Goudy and de- 
nounced the presumption of Mr. Ewing. who 
could not break into the convention as a dele- 
gate though he had tried hard to do 60.“ Mr.

Senator Brice Refuses to Lead the Opposi- 
tion to the Ex-President, Saying He 
Does Not Care to Mix Up in Any For- 
lorn Hopes, and the Hilt Followers Are 
Hopelessly at Seu— They Will Probably 
Vote for Gorman and Expect Him to 
Lead Them Out. : 

It was an eventful time for the Ohio crowd 
yesterday. Brice and Campbell were, respect- 
ively, the centers of attraction. While Sena- 
tor Brice remained about the National com- 
mittee headquarters and participated in the 
preliminary details of the convention ex-Gov. 
Campbell was often seen in consultation with 
Don M. Dickinson and ex-Secretary Whitney. 

Senator Brice was troubled. The anti-Cleve- 
land people were hke aship at sea, floundering 
helplessly about without rudder or pilot. 
They begged the Senator to take charge of 
their forces, organize them, and help defeat 
Cleveland by causing him to fall short of the 
nomination on the first ballot.

Yesterday afternoon many began to realize 
on promises and the Ohioans entitled to 
tickets were conducted to a little back room, 
where State Senator Shaw of Ohio, Secretary 
Gilliland, Walter B. Ritchie, and the Senator’s 
brother, John K. Brice, distributed the prizes. 

A picturesque figure to be found always in 
close proximity to Brice’s rooms is Gen. Aimer- 
cus V. Rice of Ottawa, O. He is a brother-in- 
law of the Senator, and was the author of im- 
portant pension legislation wher a member of 
Congress. He is minus one leg, which he left 
under the shadows of old Kenesaw some 
twenty-eight or thirty years ago, and when he 
was nominated for the second plate on the 
State ticket with Gen. Tom Ewing in 1879 the 
Democrats delighted to call it the gallant 
three-legged ticket.

Another well-known man counted as one of 
Brice’s Ohio lieutenants is Gen. E. B. Finley 
of Bucyrus, who has been in Congress and 
also Adjutant-General of Ohio. Gen. Finley 
is an adept politician, and it was said of him 
he could sit longer in a poker game without 
changing position than any man in Congress 
while he wis there. 

A notable fact concerning the delegates 
frum Ohio is that the only two ex- Federal 
officehoiders are against Cleveland. One of 
them, ex-Mayor Farley of Cleveland, was 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the North- 
érn District of Ohio under Cleveland’s admin- 
istration, but is now for Hill first, with Gor- 
man as a nd choice. Mr. arley 
whose six féet four inches of height have given 
him the soubriquet of Long John,” is emi- 
nently a believer in practical politics.

. WHY OWENS WAS SELECTED. 


Henry Watterson Explains That He Tried 
to Do His Daty. 

Henry Watterson was asked last night: 
Will you tell something of the selection of 
Mr. Owens by the National committee for 
Temporary Chairman, What dees it sig- 
nify?’ : 

Mr. Watterson replied: “It signifies sim- 
ply that the National convention will have a 
most efficient and accomplished presiding 
officer. He was selected by the subcommit- 
tee, and his nomination was confirmed by the - 
whole committee on my recommendation. 
That recommendation was made solely in the 
party interest, and in the interest of no fac- 
tion or candidate, Finding myself one of a 
committee tc select a Chairman, I felt it my 
duty to consult no consideration except those 
of suitability and impartiality. 

Mr. Owens seemed to ine to be the best man 
within my knowledge for the place. He is no 
man’s man, but a Democrat of the best chiar- 
acter who, though a young man, has both 
asa | and experience, as the convention will 
quickly learn. He is distinctively a repre- 
sentative of the young men of the party, who 
have been kept back too long in both sections 
by the heroes of the war. Mr. Owens may be 
obscure now, but he bas a career of brilliancy 
and usefulness before him. Every man has to 
have a beginning. The greatest men must 
have been at some time obscure. 

In 1884 a gentleman quite unknown to 
fame was made Chairman of the National 
Democratic convention. He is now the fa- 
mous Senator Vilas. In 1888 Mr. White of 
California, a gentleman wholly unknown to 
the country, was made Chairman of the Na- 
tional convention. Just as Mr. Vilas was se- 
lected and just as Mr, White was selected, has 
Mr. Owens been selected. In putting him in 
nomination and in staying by him to the end 
I had no thought of taking any advantage of 
anybody, but simply the idea af 
doing my duty honestly and fairly 
according to the terms of my appointment 
and according to usage. I was surprised to 
find my motives subjected to question, and it 
may be that I resented this impeachment 
with more spirit than was necessary to meet 
the case. In the case of Mr. Whitney I am 
satistied that, proceeding under misadvise- 
ment, as I have since learned, I did this. 1 
have known Mr. Whitney along while, have 
always held him in the highest esteem; and 
felt more hurt than angry that he of all men 
should question my intentions. Learning that 
he had done nothing of the kind I hada 
most friendly and candid talk with 
him on the subject, ending in entire 
ment, so that we are now and shall be here- 
after the same good friends wo have always 
been. I feel assured that when the gentlemen 
opposing Mr. Owens have thought the matter 
over and considered the case as it really is 
they will withdraw their opposition and make 
his selection unanimous. He deserves this 
and I think that I deserve it because from 
first to last I have been prompted by but one 
motive and that to provide the convention a 
good Chairman, for which purpose I was made 
a member of the committee.“

services, expenses, or otherwise. any church, re- 
ligious denomination or religious society, or any 
institution, society, or undertaking which is 
wholly or in part under sectarian or ecclesiastical 
control. 

The same appeal was presented to the Na- 
tional Republican convention ana received 
recognition in the platform. 


4 Wages of Farm Laborers. 


An interesting report has been issued by the 
Agricultural Department relative to the wages of 
farm laborers in this country during the last half 
century. From that it appears that fifty years 
ago farm wages averaged about $8.50 a month 
with board. By 1860 this average had been 
raised to $11, a range between $10 and $15 being 
common in the East. while, withthe withdrawal 
of many for service in the war, in 1866 it was as 
high as $17.45. From that figure the average 
dropped to $10.43 for 1879, rose again to $12.41 in 
1882. In 1855 it was estimated at $12.34, and at 
the beginning of the present year at $12.54. The 
statistics do not take into account the fluctuation 
in the ae power of thecurrency at the 
time of the war. Since the resumption of specie 
payment in 1879 farm wages have increased! r 
cent, and they are almost twice as great as — 
were fifty years ago. According to the report there 
is a scarcity of farm labor in the East, especially

HIS ADVOCATES RECEIVE sup. 
STANTIAL FNCOURAGEMENT, 


Several Southern States Promise Votes to 
the Iowa Governor and the Hawkeye 
Enthusiasts Are in Consequence Con- 
siderable Elated— They Now Claim They 
Will Have 100 Delegates on the First 
Ballot and Confidently Predict the Suc- 
cess of Their Candidate, 


Yesterday was an encouraging day for the 
Boies people. The efforts being made to 
solidify the anti-Cleveland forces boded weil 
for Boies, at least so it looked viewed in the 
atmosphere of the Iowa headquarters. 

About the first piece of good ews which 
came in the morning the declaration of a 
South Carolina delegate, who came to head- 
quarters with the promise that Boies would 
get thirteen votes from his delegation on the 
first ballot. Subsequent reports from that 
State were that in addition to the thirteen 
votes promised five more would come to 
Boies ou the second or third ballot if Hill did 
not make a showing of voces sufficient to war- 
rant the hope of his succesa, 

A Kentucky delegate also intimated that 
help might possibly be expected from that 
State. North Carolina was reported to be 
favorable to Boies and also Virginia and 
Texas. The Virginia delegates sent word that 
they would be glad to receive a call from the 
Iowa men. 

This invitation was accepted and the Iowa 
delegates went over in a body and met the Vir- 
ginia delegation. They also called upon both 
the Carolinas and came back to headquarters 
greatly encouraged by the good feeling which 
had been expressed for their candidate. 

Meanwhile, committees had been to visit 
North Dakota and Kansas. They reported 
it was probable that Kansas would not 
stick by Cleveland longer than for one or two 
ballots and that then there were a number of 
votes from that State that would be safely 
counted for Boies. North Dakota was also put 
down as a source from which a few votes 
could be figured on as certain in case a couple 
of ballots were without result,

BITS oF CAUCUS GOSSIP, 


the Different States Named Their 
Various Officers. 

Following is an epitome of the work done in 
the various State caucuses where there was 
anything out of the usual run to report: 
Alabama—The selection of the National com- 
mitteeman and the members of the committees to 
notify the candidates was laid over until this 
morning. the officers chosen Gen. 
Harrison (Organization), who was the young- 
est Brigadier in * uthern army, is an 
anti-Cleveland man. Knox (Credentials) is also 
an anti-Cleveland man.

He admitted that Cleveland was the 
most popular man in the party today; that the 
only day when he was unpopular was election 
day. e deciared his affiliations were dis- 
tasteful tothe New York 8 In other 
words, Cleveland was a m ump. 6 was de- 
cided in his assertions that Cleveland could not be 
elected, and he appealed to Alabama for 4ts own 
sake and for the party to nominate a man who 

ave some assurance of success at the polls. Gen. 
Tracy answered Cockran’s argument in a general 
way. His speech was quite as dignified as, that of 
the Tammany sachem, but not so eloquent. Curtis 
then made a speech. e declared that Cleve- 
land was the only man who could carry New 
Jersey. He said that the New Jersey men knew 
more about New York than the men who lived in 
it, and that they were certain that Cleveland was 
the strongest man who could be named from his 
own State.

The Sun’s editorial is: 

At noon today the Hon. Calvin Stewart Brice 
will call to order the Democratic National con- 
vention, which assembles in Chicago for the pur- 
pose of putting in nomination the next President 
and Vice-President of the United States. It is 

robably an auspicious circumstance tbat the 

ormal function of calling the 900 delegates to 
order should this year, for the first time, be per- 
formed by a represetitative of the great State of 
Ohio, which is the favorite child ef political 
fortune in the United States. With one single 
exception, since the days of Lincoln, Ohio has 
furnished either a native or a resident to the 
Presidency at each successive election. The only 
Democratic Vice-President since Breckinridge 
was a native of Ohio; so, too, are both candidates 
upon the Republican ticket of this year. 

In many ways today’s convention will be a rep- 
resentative and impressive gathering. It will be 
attended by a throng of enthusiastic and san- 
guine Democrats greater in number than was 
ever before assembied for any purpose or at any 
place. Nearly every important State has a fa- 
vored candidate for the nomination. The pros- 
pects of success are bright. Able and astute lead- 
ers of progressive notions and enlightened views 
are in attendance, and if wise counsels are heed- 
ed all will be weil.

The result of the Indiana caucus was imme- 
diately, of course, to greatly encourage the 
Cleveland forces. There was another effect 
quite as immediate. This was the develop- 
ment of the first distinctive Vice-Presidential 
boom of the convention. Everywhere one 
eould hear: “The ticket will be Cleveland 
and Gray. 

In fact, it was stated on more or less relia- 
ble authority that Mr. Gray’s Indiana friends 
had good reason to suppose that he would re- 
ceive a large support for the nomination for 
Vice-President in case the State cast its solid 
vote for Cleveland. on the first ballot. 
Whether or not this is true it is accepted 
without question in most quarters. 

One high in the councils of the Cleveland 
party said last evening, with a request that 
his name be not used.

Indiana’s ex-Governor would undoubtedly 
be acceptable to a majority of the Cleveland 
delegates. - The suggestion is made, however, 
that in the event of Cleveland’s nomination 
anything that savored of antagonism to the 
Hill people must be strictly avoided. The 
Hill people are far from being pleased with 
the action taken yesterday by ex-Gov. Gray’s 
friends, While they might have been willing 
to throw their strength to Gray for President, 
in case Hill should be dropped, the result of 
yesterday’s Indiana caucus places Gray in the 
ranks of Tammany’s opponents. If Tam- 
many should object strongly to the nomma- 
tion of Gray for Vice-President, it is reason- 
able to suppose that some other man will be 
selected. 

J. D. Allen, a delegate from the Sixth Dis- 
trict of Missouri, voiced the sentiments of 
quite a number ot others who were spoken to 
on the matter when he said: 

In the event of Cleveland's nommation, 
which may now be considered assured, Mis- 
souri would probably favor Gray or Boies for 
Vice-President. We don’t want a man from 
Illinois, because it would be hard to make a 
choice between Palmer and Morrison. We 
think Palmer is good enough where he is, 
and he is too old a man to elect to the 
Vice-Presidency and run the risk, a re- 
mote one, to be sure, but nevertheless to be 
considered, of having a Republican succeed to 
the office of President, whereas the country 
had chosen a Democrat. Gov. Boies says he 
does not want the Vice-Presidency. Perhaps 
he doesn’t.

MILITIA BOYS ARE PROVOKEI* 


They Object to the Selection of a Rifle 
Range. 

The purchase of a tract of land on the lake 
shore, just north of Waukegan, to be used as 
a rifle range by the Illinois National Guard, 
has not put some of the members of that or- 
ganization in a good humor. They have, up 
to the present time, used Turner Park, twelve 
miles from the city and easy of access. 
Knowmg that the lease would soon 
expire tnose interested in rifle prac 
tice sent a committee to Spring- 
field to get an appropriation 
to purchase a range near Chicago. An appro- 
priation of $26,000 was made, and June, 1891, 
Gov. Fifer appointed Gen. Charles Fitz- 
Simons, Adjutant-General J. N. Reece, Col. C. 
R. E. Koch, Col. L. S. Judd, and Col. J. M. 
Ric a committee to select and purchase this 
range. November, 1891, the Governor also 
appointed a committee, consisting of Adjutant- 
General J. N. Reece, Capt. Frank D. Baldwin, 
U. S. A., Capt. W. T. Hardenbrook, and Capt. | 
R. H. Aiken, to look up the matter of holding 
an international rifle shoot at Chicago during 
the World's Fair. This committee went to 
work enthusiastically, and, among other 
things, looked about for a place where, 
without inconvenience or waste of time, 
the soldier boys could show their visitors 
how to hit the bull’s eye. This place was dis- 
covered at Winnetka, sixteen miles north of 
the city and forty minutes’ ride from it, the 
round-trip costing but 36 cents. The place is 
swampy, practically valueless, but is perfec- 
tion for a rifle range. This committee had 
no power to purchase, but after investigation 
recommended its selection to the committee 
having charge of the matter. That commit- 
tee, however, purchased a 225-acre tract on 
the lake shore five miles north of Waukegan. 
It takes an hour to get to it, and unless a 

assenger has a commutation ticket it costs 

to ride each way. : 

It is claimed by many guardmen that there 
is a faction among them that wants a north- 
ern encampment in the place of the Spring- 
field encampment, and that the grounds near 
the Wisconsin line just north of Waukegan 
were bought with a view to locating the en- 
campwent at that vlace and without refer- 
ence to its desirability as a rifle range. 

Why the Buys Are Kicking. 

In speaking of the affair one of the militia-

“The property purchased on the lake shore 
north of the city is fine and well suited both 
for rifle practice and for an encamp- 
ment ground. But it is too far out of 
town. original idea was tod have a 
place near the city, where members 
could spend an afternoon at target practice 
and not put in two or three hours going and 
returning from thirty-five cents to one 
dollar for car fare eech way. The greatest 
feature of our work is shooti and to train 
the men to be good shots should be the prime 
object of our organization, but the step which 
has been taken practically kilis rifle practice 
in Chicago. The 2,000 men who might have 
frequented à more convenient range will 
probably seldom, if ever, visit Waukegan.

TREASURY FRAUDS. CHARGED 
AGAINST PUSTAU & CO,

on Trial Before Judge Benedict in the 
United States Court—BHow the Firecrack- 
Ser Firm Subsidized Officials and Secured 
Reductions in Import Duties—Edward 
W. Simonds Says He Always Got Money 
—Musicians Complain That Orchestra 
Leaders Do Not Pay Union Wages. 
New Yorx, June 20.—[Special.}]—Cari von 
Pustau and Otto Schneida, members of the 
firm of Carl von Pustau & Co., importers of 
firecrackers at No, 134 Pearl street, were 


placed on trial before Judge Benedict in the 


United States Circuit Court today. It is 
charged that upon the arrival of the steamship 
Austria last November, having aboard several 
thousand packages of firecrackers imported 
by Von Pustau & Co., the firm paid $500 to 
Edward W. Simonds, a weigher, to under- 
weigh the gooda,so thatthe duty collected 
was much less than it should have been. 

Mr. Simonds testified that he was an assist- 
ant weigher up to April 1. Carl von Pustau, 
the witness said, had asked, through his clerk, 
to have his goods underweighed about 4,000 
pounds. The first payment the witness re- 
ceived was between Dec. 6 and 10, when he 
was given a check for $100 one afternoon in 
South street. Dec. 23 he said he got $130 
more from Fortman, who had given him the 
first check. Weigher Dillon assisted him in 
weighing the goods, and the witness said that 
he reduced the weight about three pounds on 
every package.

USED ORDINARY CANNON, 


Dr. Justin’s Experiment in Firing High 
Explosives in Shells Successful, 

| New Yor, June 20.—Dr. J. G. Justin’s ex- 
periments in throwing high explosives in shells 
by the use of ordinary powder 4s a projecting 
force from a common cannon took 
place today at Perryville without ac- 
cident. Two guns were used, a Sinch 
Parrott rifle and a inch Blakely rifle. Five 
of the six smaller shella, each weighing fifty- 
six and one-half pounds empty, carried six and 
a quarter pounds of explosive gelatine. Four 
were discharged against «a stone preci- 
pice. One was sent through a 
steel armor plate five-eighths of an inch 
thick, standing before an earth butt, into 
which it penetrated seventeen feet without ex- 
ploding. One like the others, except that it 
contained only five ‘pounds of explosives 
passed through the plate an was 
exploded by a delayed action fuse 
inside of the butt of earth. Seven of the 
nine-inch shelis were fired; three weighed 
when empty 225 pounds each and carried thir- 
ty-four pounds of explosive gelatine 
three weighed when empty 214 
pounds each and each carried thirty-six 
and one-half pounds of explosive. ese 
six were successfully discharged against the 
rock target. The last shot was a nine inch 
shell with armor piercing point. It weighed 
when empty =; pounds, con- 
tained thirty pounds of explosive. It was 
fitted with a delayed action fuse and was dis- 
charged against a three-inch armor plate of 
steel backed by timber. The sheil went 
through the plate and far into the backing, 
where it exploded causing great damage.

Pirresure, Pa., June 20.—The time of the 
Amalgamated Association was taken up today 
by the Steel Scale committee preparing its re- 
port for presentation tomorrow.

This includes the engineers, black- 
smiths, machinists, carpenters, foundrymen, 
and painters. There are 700 of them employed, 
or about one-fourth of the workmen. his 
agreement wiil continue in force until June 
20, 1895, and will in nowise affect the amalga- 
mated men or laborers.

A Militia Company Hus a Good Influence

Dvuxvursa, Minn., June 20,—[ Special. }—The 
riot among the miners in the Minnesota 
mines at Tower is at an end.

The floral decorations 
and paintings used at the Sunday meeting were 
still in place, and lent a cheerful aspect to the 
interior of the building. The large church was 
comfortably filled with members of the society, 
when, at 8 o’clock, the harp, organ, and violin 
played an andante, followed by the hymn, ** I 
Waited for the Lord,” by the choir, which is 
courposed of Mra, J. A. Farwell, soprano;

After the invocation by the Rev. Mr. Ballard 
the Rev. Dr. McPherson, pastor, welcomed 
the visiting clergymen and laymen and intro- 
duced the v. Dr. Patterson as the 
principal speaker of the evening.

A WILY WIDOW AND HER CASTLE, 


Founded on a Rock with a Dangerous 
Fissure. 

Galignani Messenger: Mr. Jessup, who oc- 
cupied last summer the large Chateau Habs- 
burg on the Megyenhurn, near Lucerne, with 
his wife, Lady Mildred Jessup, and family. 
has for some time been in negotiation for 
the purchase of the Castle of Lenzburg, sit- 
uated about 1,000 feet above the town of that 
name—a fine old place, standing upon a mas- 


sive rock and commanding splendid views. 


The records say that the castle was built in 
the eighth century, and that the last of the 
Lords of Lenzburg was a Count of Kyburg. 
The present proprietress, a widow, has long 
been anxious to sell the castle. and she found 
a very likely customer in Mr. Jessup of Phila- 


delphia, who got so far as depositing 15.000 


francs to the local authorities as compensa- 
tion for the closing of a public right of way 
over the property. ; 

All the papers were ready for signing and 
Mr. Jessup had fully made up his mind to 
purchase when he was informed that there 
was a great tissure running through the rock 
upon which the castle was built and that it 
had long been pronounced unsafe. If any ac- 
cident happened Mr. Jessup would, of course, 
be held responsible for the 8 as 
the rock dominates the town. nally it 
would require 47,000 francs to put the rock 
right and make it safe for human habitation 
thereon, . 

Mr. Jessup was, of course, astounded at all 
this, and upon making inquiries he found that 
the proprietress of the castle knew all about 
the fissures in the rock, but preferred not to 
say anything about them until she had 
Mr. Jessup’s purchase money in her hands. 
He, therefore, threw up the bargain, and now 
refuses to have anything more to do with it. 
To be fair to the Criminal Council, they say 
Mr. Jessup is perfectly justified in his 3 
and will refund to him the 15,000 francs pai 
for closing the right of way. As to the widow, 
she pits sorrowing cver the folly of her own 
wicked little ways. , _ think, have to 
wait a long time before she gets such another 
chance as that she has just forfeited.

Dreyer, to succeed himself; John G. Shortall, 
to succeed himself; and John M. Smythe to 
succeed William P. Read. The appointments 
were concurred in. 

The nomination of Ernest Fecker to suc- 
ceed Louis Wahl as a member of the Bride. 
well Board was also concurred in. 

President Fish of the Illinois Central sent 
in his company’s formal acceptance of the 
track- elevation ordinance passed by the 
Council May 23. The acceptance was ordered 
published. It is understood that the contracts 
are now being made for the construction 
work, and that it will be entered upon and 
pushed along with vigor. 

Ald. Stuckart introduced au ordinance pro- 
viding a plan for giving the southwestern part 
of the city more electric lights. The measure 
entitles the Archer Electric Light company to 
operate an electric light plant and string 
wires in the section bounded by Wentworth 
avenue, Thirty-ninth street, Western avenue, 
Thirty-first street, and the South Branch 
canal. The city is guaranteed 3 per cent of 
the company’s gross earnings and its books 
are required to be open to inspection of 
proper city officers. The ordinance further 
provides that the company shall maintain one 
1,200 candle power lamp in each police and 
fire station in the district. The company 1s 
prohibited from doing anything that in the 
opinion of the Commissioner of Public 
Works may be detrimental to publie property 
and his approval of ali plans is required. ‘Phe 
company is directed to furnish a bond of $50,- 
000. The ordinance was referred to the 
Electric Light committee. 

Ald. Woodard sent up the following and it 
was passed: 

Ordered that the Commissioner of Public Works 
be, and is hereby directed, to repair at once all 
damage caused to the streets by the laying of the 
Economic gas pipes and charge the same to their 
account.

TO DEVELOP ILLINOIS IRON ORES. 


Union County People Think the Deposit Is 
in Payine Quantities. 

Anna, III., June 19.—[Special.|—Union 
County lies in the foothills of the chain of 
mountains which in Missouri are known as 
the Ozark, and which are so rich iu mineral 
deposits, and especially in iron. Traces of 
iron are found throughout these hills, and it 
has long deen a matter of speculation as to 
whether the ore might not exist in paying 
quantities. 

Schemes to prospect and develop have gen- 
erally been thwarted by the land-owners by 
asking exorbitant prices for their holdings. 
The Illinois Central railroad owns near 
Mountain Glen a tract of land which is re- 
puted rich in iron ore. This land, however, is 
not on the market. A few miles further Ä 
on the eastern slope of Bald Knob, the bi 
elevation in Union County, Thomas Shick, 
who until recently was a wholesale coal dealer 
in Chicago, owns a tract of land which is cov- 
ered with iron bowlders, and which is rich in 
indications of extensive deposits.

Rothschild was the oldest inhabitant of Chica- 
go, being at the time of her death 104 years of 
age. She was a German by birth, a native of 
Grabapau. She came to Ametica with her 
youngest daughter forty-one years ago, and 
the greater part of her life since that time has 
been spent in Chicago. Despite her great age 
she had perfect control of all her 
faculties up to the moment of her death, and 
was never a cure upon her family, as 
she was able to do everything for herself. She 
had never known a sick moment in her life 
until some six days ago, when she was taken 
with a soreness in the mouth, which increased 
until a physician was called in, much against 
her wishes. The trouble was at once pro- 
nounced gangrene, and necessarily fatal. She 
lived along, suffering a great deal of pain, un- 
til Sunday evening, when she quietly passed 
away. : 

Longevity seems to run in her family. Her 
mother was considerably over 80 years of 
when she died, and her grandfather lived 
the age of 98 years. Two

GIVE THE VOTERS AN HONEST TARIFF 
PLATFORM. 

This week the bosses of the Democratic 
party will prepare and make public a declara- 
tion of principles. It will contain a tariff 
plank, concerning whith it may be said with 
reasonable certainty that it will denounce the 
McKinley law with vigor and that it will say 
the Democrats are in favor of tariff re- 
form.” The plank will not be as much ofa 
straddle as the one of 1884 and 1888 and will 
to that extent be an improvement. But it 
will surely fall far short of ex pressing the real 
sentiments of the importers of/foreign goods 
who control the party in the Hast, and of the 
Confederate free-traders Who rule it at the 
South. 

Yet there are reasons why the Democrats 
should state their economic faith in the plain 


est phrases. Simple language should be used 


in addressing men who are not well educated, 
who do not understand technical terms, and 
cannot puzzle out the hidden meaning, of 
vague, twisted sentences, 

Out of the Democratic voters in Chicago 
50,000 are workingmen engaged directly or 
indirectly in protected industries or belonging 
to affiliated trades, allof them getting wages 
which are artificially raised and are kept 
raised by protective legislation. Most of 
these are foreign born. They know from per- 
sonal experience or what their parents have 
told them of the hard conditions of life in the 
European countnes whence they or their 
fathers came. They kflow of the far lower 
wages, the harder toil, the poorer food and 
shelter. Hence they have no wish to return to 
Europe and labor for the wages there paid, 
nor do they wish to have European conditions 
imposed on them here. 

But their. schooling has been in the work- 
shop and the factory rather than the college 
or the high school. They have not the train- 
ing to work out tariff problems and they are 


easily bamboozled by glittering phrases. | 
When the Democrats say to them, We are 


‘the friends of the poor man and want to give 
him cheap goods so he can live more com- 
fortably, and that is why we are for ‘ tariff re- 


ford, ” all that the workingman understands 
is that the party is his friend and is going to 


help him to live easier and better. He cannot 
reason out the processes by which it proposes 
to accomplish this by the alleged tariff reform. 
As one should talk more plainly to a child 
than a grown man, so the Democratic leaders 
should not write a platform which college 
professors and university graduates only can 
understand, but one which plain, common 
people can comprehend. They should put 
their tariff reform thoughts and intentions 
into language running something like this: 
The Democratic party is opposed to and de- 


{| mands tne repeal of all tariff laws which give ar- 


titicial high wages to workingmen. We are 
against putting duties on goods made in Eurove 
because that raises the wages of American wage- 
workers, makes the men who hire them pay more 
for labor, and the consumer pay more for mer- 
chaudise. We believe that if English, French, or 
German mill or factory bands, being paid lower 
wages, turn out cheaper goods than are made in 
this country, American consumers should have a 


chance to buy those goods at the cheap rates, and 


that if American workmen want theirs bought in- 
stead of the foreign they should lower their wages 
so that their products will be as cheap as the im- 
ported ones. We hold that wages in the United 
States should be fixed by the free competition of 
the world -and that the cheapest. laborer should 
got the job. We denounce the legislation which 
bas built up a coddled and protected class called 
“American workingmen and the system of sub- 
sidies, bounties, and duties which has heavily 
taxed the whole community to give them an easy 
living. We insist that the workingmen must 
protect themselves and cease to be hot-house 
plants, depending on artificial wages caused by 
protection, if they are not willing to take the 
world’s rate of pay because it is lower than their 
own they must hunt for other employment. The 
Democratic party is for cheap goods for consum- 
ers and cheap labor for manufacturers and all 
other employers, and in order to produce cheap 
goods the wage scale existing in competing coun- 
tries should be the standard by which the pay of 
American workingmen is to be regulated. 

The workingmen who have been in the habit 
of voting for Democratic candidates and 
“tariff reform could understand such a con- 
fession of faith in language like this, They 
could set side by side the promise of the Re- 
publicans that their high wages should not be 
lowered and that imported goods should not 
be let in duty free to cut them down, and the 
promise of the Democrats that foreign com- 
peting goods should be let in free and that 
their wages should be lowered to the world’s 
level. ‘iaving that information before them 
they could vote intelligently on the great ques- 
thon to suit themselves. If they wanted the 
American wage scale Europeanized they 
would vote the Democratic ticket. If they 
preferred to keep the high wages they have 
rather than accept those they left Europe to 
escape from they would vote the Republican 
ticket. If they voted for Democratic candi- 
dates, and the policy of the latter should be 
carried out and the workingmen injured there: 


by, they would have only themselves to blame. 


They could not say that they had been cheated 
or advantage taken of their ignorance; nor 
could their injury and distress be attributed 
by demagogues to false causes. 

If the convention Democrats are honest and 
willing to deal fairly with the urban wage 
classes they will put forth a tariff plank which 
gives their real opinions and purposes as 
plainly as the one printed above, and then for 
the first time there can be a fair and square 
fight on the tariff question, in which every 


American voter can take an intelligent part. 


The probabilities are, however, that the con- 
vention Democracy will remain dishonest and 
attempt. as in other years, to gain the victory

VALUE OF MONEY. 

A pamphlet by Mr. Daniel S. Troy of Mont- 
gomery, Ala, contains a discussion of the 
value of money, and some suggestions for 
maintaining its uniformity. It starts out 
with the proposition that money is the meas- 
ure of other values, and the advantages of uni- 
formity in the measure itself to all honest 
men cannot be overestimated. The author 


says that uniformity is not maintained by, 


taking gold bullion as the standard of money 
value, because the value of gold bullion itself 
fluctuates, and can be affected by speculators 
operating independently of the government. 
And when the values of both gold and silver 
are taken as the basis, under existing condi- 
tions, the difficulty of maintaining uniformits 
is rather increased than diminished. But the 
difficulty wonld be overcome if the govern- 
ments whose duty it is to coin money and 
regulate the value thereof could fix and per- 
manently maintain the absolute and relative 
value of the bullion used for coinage. 

It is not necessary to this regulation that 
the governments represented in the coming 
conference should agree to the free and un- 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver. But 
the author says if they would agree upon a 
value of so many dollars, pounds sterling, 
francs, marks, lire, etc., per ounce for gold 
and another like value for silver, and then 
agree that each government will buy all the 
gold or silver offered to it at or below that 
value, but will never sell either gold or silver 
at less than that value, the object could be ac- 
com plished. 

The effect of such an agreement would not 
necessarily be to materially increase or dimin- 
ish the quantity of either metal used for coin- 
age, and except for convenience of transpor- 
tation it would be immaterial whether the 
coinage of any country was in one metal or 
the other. The present value of each is so 
largely the result of their use as money that it 
is impossible to anticipate a time when the 
relative values thus fixed by international 
agreement will need readjustment. Each na- 
tion could limit its paper currency to the gold 
and silver purchased, ar that could be supple- 
mented with paper in any form which might be 
desirable. ‘The United States could certainly 
do better than to leave the quantity of money 
in circulation to depend on the interest of deal- 
ers in gold and silver bifllion who may desire 
to have it coined into money, or to depend on 
a creditor class who might desire. to increase 
the value of the money in which their debts 
are to be paid, or on a debtor class who may 
desire to depreciate the value of the money in 
which their ubligations are to be discharged. 
It is the duty of Congress to provide a cur- 
rency sufficient to supply the want for it, and 
of stable and uniform value, as free as may be 
from either of these influences. When the 
value of a dollar shall have been fixed by in- 
ternational agreement our Treasury notes, 
national bank notes, silver, gold, and coin 
certificates point the way to a simple solution 
of the problem. 

There is a cardinal difference between the 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver and the 
unlimited purchase of those metals at or be- 
low a fixed price. In the former case, the 
volume of coin in circulation is dependent, to 
some extent, in reality, and to a large extent 
in bieten e on the demand of producers 
and dealers in bullion to have it coined. In 
the latter case, the amount of coin in circula- 
tion is entirely within the control of the gov- 
eru ment, and ought to be regulated by law 
with the least possible discretion to Treasury 
officials. true remedy is in the free and 
unlimited purchase of those metals at a fixed 
value, and m the coinage from the metal so 
purchased of the coin required for circulation, 
in each coin to equal its nominal 
value, N 

The soundness of these views may not be 
questioned, but Mr. Troy uses them as the 
basis of an unsafe conclusion—namely:

eign government.“ There are no grounds for 
his assertion that if Congress should enact a 
ratio of 16 to 1 (when the commercial ratio 
i 23 to 1), and require the Secretary of the 
“ Treasury to purchase all the metals offered 
“for sale at not exceeding the prices fixed, 


bonds bearing such rates of interest as 
“would make them par, the immediate ef- 
feet of the enactment would be to fix the 
** value of the metals throughout the world at 
the price stated, less the cost of transpor- 
“tation to the United States Treas- 
“ury.” Tun Trarevune holds that the result 
would be a speedy and unavoidable debase- 
ment of our currency to a monometallic silver 
basis, but agrees with the writer in this state- 
ment that to have coined dollars of gold of 
one value and coined dollars of silver of an- 
other (widely different) value is a botch in 
finance disereditable to our civilization.” 
The thing to do is to redeem the silver certifi- 
cates with enough silver to equal par with 
gold. That would secure bimetallism and the 
equivalent of free coinage on a basis of hon- 
esty and observance of contracts. 


ANTIQUATED AND ABSURD DEMOCRATIC 
RULES. 

The oligarchivai and boss tendencies of the 
Democratic party are conspicuously shown 
by some of the rules which dominate its Na- 
tionsl conventions and its adherence to them, 
though they violate both justice and common 
sense, demonstrates the unprogressive char- 
acter of that party as well as its radical di- 
vergence tween profession and practice. 
The two-thirds and the unit rules are the 
anomalies of Democratic politics. They are 
conceded to be absurd and unreasonable, and 
yet they are rigidly retained. 

The State sends to the National convention 
delegates representing the Senators and each 
Congressional district. Rightly speaking, the 
delegates representing the Senators should 
be elected by the State convention just as the 
Senators are elected by the Legislature, and 
they should represent the sentiments of that 
convention just as the Senators represent the 
sentiment of the Legislature which elects 
them. If mstructions are to be given the State 
convention should instruct the delegates it 
elects just as Legislatures used to instruct 
the Senators they elected, and there 
its authority to instruct ends. A dis- 
trict delegate stands on the same footing as 
the Representative from that district. The 
latter reflects the ideas and sentiments of the 
people of that district alone. The delegate 
should do the same. It is not fair for the ma- 
joxity of a delegation to force reluctant dele- 
gates to vote the way they do not wish, and in 
a way which does not reflect the sentiments 
of their districts, for the reason that a major- 
ity of a delegation, in reality representing a 
small preponderance of popular sentiment, 
may get control of a State where the senti- 
ment lies in an entirely different direction. 
The Republicans recognized this principle in 
1880 and emancipated the district delegates, 
leaving them the same freedom of voting as 
Representatives have in Congress. 

The Democratic idea of the unit rule is 
modeled upon the antiquated policy of the 
Contederation while the Republican unit rule 
is modeled on the line of the Constitution. 
The Democrats set out originally by requiring 
a two-thirds rule half a century ago to kill off 
a majority candidate, and they have stuck to 
it every four years since, notwithstanding it is 
now and long has been an unreasonable, 
absurd, and fossilized precedent, and although, 
as when Van Buren and Douglas were beaten 
by it, they thwarted the will of the majority 
of the party, and yet the Democrats claim to 
be in favor of the rule of the majority! They 
claim to be the party of the majority, by the 
majority, and for the majority, and profess ma- 
jority rule as the essential doctrine of their 
ereed, and yet in a national convention they 
follow a rule made for the benefit of bosses 
and schemers, which makes the choice of a 
Presidential candidate a matter of intrigue, 
coalition, and combination, and results often 
in the advancement of obscure candidates, 
like Polk and Pierce. 

The Democrats profess to be in favor of the 
Jeffersonian idea of individualism, the rights 
of the individual as against the rights of the 
mass. The Republicays carry out this idea 
practically. By the unit and two-thirds rules 
the Demoorats suppress the rights of the ma- 
jority and are thus un-American, for in this 
country the government is of the majority, and 
all legislation and all nominations except in 
a Democratic National convention are by the 
majority. Everything goes by the majority 
in the United States except in the votes of 
Democratic National conventions and at the 
ballot-boxes of a large section of the South. 
Why should not the Democrats abandon this 
musty, senseless precedent of other days, give 
up their oligarchical practice, and follow in 
the wake of the Republicans by adoping lib- 
eral and progressive ideas?

The general manifesto sets out with the 
glittering generality that success is the test 
of popularity,” and then proceeds to illustrate 
it by giving the details of Hill’s vietories in 
New York, explaining how he captured the 
Legislature, and closing with some captious 
claims to explain his popularity. The nub of 
the manifesto is contained in the following ex- 
tract: |

Three years later Ros- 
well P. Flower succeeded David B. Hifi as Gov- 
ernor. He was elected by a plurality of 47,931.

A meet- 
ing was held Sunday morning to consider the 
discharge of several men during the last week,

The Union Soldiers Hostile to Cleveland, 

New York Sun (Dem.): There are 30,000 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
m New York and Brooklyn. This city sent 
more than its quota of troops to the front or 
to the navy dur ing the war, and a great ma- 
jority vf those from here came back Dem- 
ocrats. These men are almost all bitterly 
hostile to Cleveland and heartily in 
favor of Hill. The soldier vote in New 
York is a Democratic vote largely, and 
Cleveland’s record in Washmgton during the 
four years between 1884 and 1889 served to 
aggravate the antagonism against him. 


Against Blaine, a civilian like himself, this 


element of weakness did not count, but 
it was shown in 1888, when Cleveland 
ran against Harrison, who has something 
of a war record. The number of army pen- 
sioners at the New York agency is 
17,000, and of the navy pensioners 800. 
The number of widows and orphans 
in receipt of pensions is 17,200 on 
account of deceased soldiers, and 500 on 
account of deceased sailors. Under the pen- 
sion legislation of the Harrison Administra- 
tion, the act of June, 1890, 3,500 additional 
persons were added to the army and 1,000 to 
the navy roll. This of itself constitutes a for- 
midable array, and it is to be remembered 
that the sons of soldiers and sailors are a 
numerous body in New York, even though the 
“pen majority of them are notin receipt of 
ounty from the government. There is prob- 
ably not an election district in New York in 
which Grover Cleveland, if the Presidential 
candidate of the Democracy this year, would 
not lose from one to five votes of Democratic 
soldiers or their relatives.

The other strikmg tanners seem to 
regard the fight as virtually won, though the 
tannery owners will not admit that this is so, 
Mr. Martin belonged to the Northwestern 
Leather Manufacturers’ Association and other 
members say they are greatly surprised at his 
action. There was an agreement between the 
members of the association, it is reported, 
that any proprietor who should effect a settle- 
ment with the men should forfeit $1,000,

aggett, a property-owner on Michigan ave- 
nue, has the right to prevent the Art Institute 
from constructing a $600,000 building on tre 
Lake-Front for the use of the World's Colum. 
bian Exposition came up yesterfiay before 
J udges Tuley, Horton, Burroughs, and Tuthill 
in the shape of a motion to modify. the injune- 
tion secured in 1889 by Warren F. ‘Leland, to 
which proceedings Mrs. Daggett tias since bo- 
come a party complainant, 1 

Judge Tuley announced upon taking the 
bench that he had at one time been interested 
in the Lake-Front litigation. It was when he 
was Corporation Counsel, and his views on 
that subject were well known. Ue wanted the 
consent of all the attorneys in the rase before 
he went on with the hearing. Judge Horton 
remarked that he had also figured in a Lake- 
Front suit. Years ago he proctred an injune- 
tion from Judge Drummond in United 
States Circuit Court. He thought it only fair 
to mention it to the counsel, and if there was 
any objection he would not sit with the other 
Judges to hear this application. Judge Tut- 
hill likewise stated that he had hpard a part 
of the case, but he had no préjudice in the 
matter and was ready to be convinced. 

Attorney S. K. Dow and Josih Burnham 
appearing for the complainant, Edwin Walker 
for the World's Columbian Exposition, John 
P. Wilson for the Art Institute, and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller and his dasistant, Mr. 
Chetlain, stated that they had no objection to 
the bench as made up and the hearing of the 
motion proceeded. 


Mr. Wilson made a brief statement of the | 
original bill and the answer he filed in behalf 


ofthe Art Institute., The suit brought by 
Leland was to prevent the city from establish- 
ing and maintaining an electrical plant on the 
park property and also to compel the removal 
of the old Exposition Building. At that time 
Judge Tuley issued an injunction which en- 
joined the construction of any building on the 
grounds in question. 

The answer of the Act Institute denies that 
the dedication of the park to the public pro- 
vides that the land should forever remain free 
from encroachments, Aug. 5, 1890, the Gen- 
eral Assembly passed an act giving to the 
Worid’s Columbian Exposition use of all 
public grounds or parks in Chicago, which in- 
cluded the land on the -Lake-Front. Au ordi- 
nance passed by the City Council March 30, 
1890. gave the Art Institute the right to erect 
a building to be used by the Wurld’s Colum- 
bian Exposition, the latter agreeing, to pay 
$200,000 towards the entire expense. Property- 
owners on Michigan avenue, between Monroe 
and Jackson streets, with the exception of 
Mrs. Daggett, signed a petition favoring the 
Art Institute, and the husband of the com- 
plainant, as her agent, is said to have made 
no objection. After contracts were made for 
the new building Mrs. Daggett came to the 
front for the first time, and obj Shoulda 
she be allowed to retain the injunction in 
force the Art Institute will suffer to the extent 
of $300,000, it 1s claimed, No part of the 
building will be opposite Mrs. Daggett’s 
premises, and instead of being injured it is 
said her property will enhance in value $1,000 
a foot. Under these circumstances it is 
claimed that Mrs. Daggett 1s estopped from 
maintaining her suit. 24 

There were three proposifions, said Mr. 
Wilson, upon which he relied?>for a modifica- 
tion of the injunction. First, 4 complainant 
must show a distinct private injury greater to 
her than to others or the public before she 
could maintain a suit, and this Mrs. Daggett 
failed todo. Second, because of the silence 
and acquiesence of Mrs. Dugget the Art Insti- 
tute was mislead into making contracts, and 
she could not now come into a court and ask 
equity. Third, that a writ of injunct on was 
discretionary, that where it was shown that 
one party was only slightly injured and others 
greatly damaged that the equities. were with 
the latte 

To mai#tain this position Mr. Wilson read 
numerous affidavits, and was followed by Mr. 
Walker, 
World’s Columbian Exposition, which is about 
the same as that of the Art Ifstitute. Coun- 
sel for complainant then read the pleadings in 
the case arguments were begun.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


The leading markets started off with a consid- 
erable show of strength and did fairly well until 
some one received a dispatch to the effect that the 
Hatch biil would be taken up by the Judiciary 
committee and probably reported Tharsday. As 
on every previons occasion when there has been 
important news about this measure there was an 
immediate break in the market, the close being 
in some instances lower than that of Saturday. 
The Signal Services map showed some rain 
through the districts in which harvesting opera- 
tions are in progress, but the indications pointed 
to generally favorable weather for today. Some 
complaint of damage to foreign crops was a feat- 
ure uf the morning. 

Eetimated receipts for today: Wheat, 150 cars; 
corn, 1,450 cars; oats, 500 cars, and 21, 000 hogs. 

Private advices from Indiana stated that the 
corn crop would be about 75 per cent of that of 
last year, while wheat would run 110 per cent of 
last year’s crop and was of fine quality. 

Reports were received from St Louis and points 
in Indiana to the effect that harvesting would 

in in Missouri and Indiana about Wednesday 
bursday, provided the weather held fine. 

Private eables announced that there was bad 
weather on the orber side, with reports from Rus- 
sia of damage to the wheat and rye there, The 
late cables to the board showed a decline in all 
the markets except Berlin. There the feeling 
was strong on the fact that there have been some 
2 cold nights r and that small grains have 

ered. Paris and Antwerp were lower. 

"Tele rams from Nebraska and lowa contained 
the information that the farmers were being ad- 
vised to hang to their corn and deliver no more 
until there should be an improvement in the 
grading. The tremendous pressure of low grades 
on the market has led toa decline in the prices 
for No. 3 and under that is discouraging to the 
farmer and the commission man as well. Yester- 
day half the entire receipts were No. 4 and no 
grade; in other words, 601 cars out of 1,211 cars 
posted as inspected in were below No. 3, with 
only 73 good enough to pass on contracts, 

The market for cash oats is reported in a firm 
condition both here and in the East. A private 
telegram showed that stocks in New York in- 
cluded 190.000 bu No. 2 mixed, 10.000 bu do white 
and barley 6,000 bu No. 3 white. The local stock 
of mixed oats is controlled chiefly by a New York 
operator, and inquiries are sent here looking 
toward further business in round lots. On the 
lakes and Erie canai 1,321,000 bu are afloat; it is 
believed this will not be concentrated at the sea- 
board, but rather distributed, part going to New 
England points. 

the exports of wheat from India during the 
week were 1,240.000 bu, of which 840,000 bu were 
to the United Kingdom and 440,000 bu to the Con- 
tinent.
